After gaining experience by 
working a year or two for Allen» 
and Collins, famous New England 
architects, Gimeno set up his own 
offices in Oklahoma. City, where 
he resided until coming to Orange 
County. 

Gimeno has membership in the 
Orange County branch of the AIA, 
the local Kiwanis and the YMCA. 
Playing a number of musical in- 
struments, including piano, accor- 
dian and bagpipes, he is a member 
of The Old Masters, an orchestra 
made up of professional and busi- 
ness men who play for their own 
pleasure, and occasionally for 
clubs. 

Wife Shares Interest 

Mrs. Gimeno, who is a Delta 
Gamma with a Bachelor’s degree 
from the University of Oklahoma 
shares her husband’s interest in 
music and art. 

The most outstandingly design- 
ed building in Southern California, 
St. Timothy’s Church on Pico 
Blvd. was designed by Gimeno. 
He has planned many of the 
newer schools in Orange County, 
including the La Sierra school now 


under construction in the North‘ 


Eastern part of Santa Ana. 

Gimeno believes a student must 
have a talent and liking for con- 
structing things before consider- 
ing a career in architecture. He 
must also have patience and deter- 
mination.
